More About Carbon 
Monoxide Poisoning 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

You will hear from time to time of cases 
ef carbon monoxide poisoning from running the 
motor of an automobile in a closed garage. The 
exhaust fumes from the average car contain 
about 7 per cent carbon monoxide and when 
the doors are shut, this quantity is enough to 
cause poisoning within a short 
time, if the patient is not re- 
moved to a place where he 
can get fresh air. Most people 
are familiar with the danger 
of running the motor with the 
garage door shut, but even so, 
cases of carbon monoxide 
poisoning keep on happening 
and you have probably read 
about them in your news-

There is also a possibility of carbon monoxide 
poisoning occurring when you drive your car 
for any length of time with the windows clused, 
when the exhaust pipe is not properly attached, 
and in order to play safe, it is a good plan to 
keep at least one window partly open. 

This type of poisoning may occur from coal 
fires, when the fresh coal is piled on top and 
the fire is burning underneath, providing the 
room is closed up. 

Sometimes people get the idea that they are 
being poisoned when they sit beside a gas 
heater in the evening. simply because they get 
drowsy. In such instances it will usually be the 
case that the windows are shut and they become 
drowsy from not having enough oxygen to 
breathe, for the burning fire will tend to use up 
the oxygen already in the room. Drowsiness 
can therefore usually be corrected by arranging 
for better ventilation. However, if to the drow- 
siness is added the warning symptom of head- 
ache, and if the headache does not appear when 
you are away from that particular heater, it 
would be a good plan to check up on the appli- 
ance. 

The symptoms of acute gas poisoning depend 
upon how long thé patient is exposed, his sus- 
ceptibility, and the concentration of gas in the 
air, however, some of the usual symptoms are as 
follows: headache, dizziness, weakness of the 
muscles, nausea, failing vision, mental confusion 
and finally unconsciousness. The face may teke 
on the peculiar. bright, cherry red color which 
is characteristic. The blood pressure is low and 
the pulse usually rapid and irregular at first, be- 
coming weaker as the patient inhales more of 
the gas. 

When the patient is removed soon enough, is 
given artificial respiration if the breathing has 
stopped, and inhalations of oxygen and carbon 
dioxide are used, the outlook for recovery is 
good and after suffering from headache and 
weakness for two or three days, he is as good 
as new. When the poisoning 1 more 
severe, then such after-effects a'ysis 
nervous symptoms, neurity, 
ances may follow. 

The layman who discovers a patient with 
carbon monoxide poisoning should remove the 
victim to fresh air and after that should put in 
an emergency call for expert help. 

After the accident has happened there is still 
an excellent chance of saving the life of the vic- 
tim, but you can best prevent such poisonirg in 
your own case if you make sure that al! gas 
outlets are properly shut off when you are not 
burning the gas; if you make sure that the hose 
or tubing conveying the gas is in good condition; 
if you inspect the hose for leaks; and if you see 
that your appliances are working efficiently 

Especially, keep in mind the possibility of 
increased danger when all windows and doors 
are closed. If you will observe these rules cere- 
fully, you will be able to get all the good from 
your gas appliances without undergoing the 
slightest danger.
